strike against 15 western 
railroads a week from today . 
The dispute involves the Broth­ 
erhood’s demands for a second 
engineer on diesel locomotives.

Shields,

assistant 
grand chief engineer of the broth­ 
erhood, said the strike is set for 
6 a. m. J an. 31 in all time zones. 
“ We have exhausted our efforts 
under provisions of the National 
Railway Labor Act,” Shields said. 
“ The railroads have declined ar­ 
bitration.” 
He declared 
that 
negotiations 
ended J an. 14 when the National 
(railw ay ) Mediation Board offer­ 
ed to arbitrate the dispute. 
The 
railroads rejected arbitration. 
Insist On More Help 
A spokesman for the Associa­ 
tion of Western Railroads issued 
a statement say ing: 
“ They (the engineers) insist on 
additional engineers on all diesel 
engines. We have told them no, 
as extra engineers are not neces­ 
sary on diesels. The firemen have 
no coal to shovel and no fire to 
watch and can assist the engineer. 
“ Their purpose is to create a 
good, fat-pay ing job. 
The rail­ 
roads have announced they w ill 
not arbitrate ‘make work’ pro­ 
grams.” 
Vote Last Fall 
Members 
of 
the 
brotherhood 
started taking the strike vote late 
last fall. At that time Grand Chief 
Engineer Alvanley J ohnston said 
“ another engineer is 
needed 
to 
look after the machinery in the 
back end (of multiple unit dies­ 
els), w hile the first engineer op­ 
erates the controls. Safety is a 
factor in our demands.” 
Shields said today the proposed 
strike could be halted only if the 
mediation board asked President 
Truman to set up an emergency 
fact-finding board.
